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Notes on Parasites during 1922. 
By A. W. Norr Pitzers, F.R.C.V.S., Liverpool. 


During last year a number of specimens were 
examined for members of the N.V.M.A. The follow- 
ing is a brief account of some of them. 

Fune1.—From numerous scrapings from the skins 
of pedigree sucking calves in Northamptonshire, 
spores closely resembling Malassezia furfur (Micrv- 
sporon furfur, Sporotrichum furfur, Oidium furfur), 
the cause of pityriasis versicolor of man, were found. 
The disease apparently tended to disappear when 
the calves were turned out, but returned on rehousing. 

Protozoa.— Eimeria stiede occurred over a long 
period in the feces of a stock of apparently healthy 
hutch rabbits. In rabbit fanciers’ journals it is 
freely stated that coccidia exist in many stocks 
without injurious effects, until neglect, weaning, or 
other states bring about a reduction in the natural 
defences, when actual disease appears. Delepine* 
is reported to have estimated that 92 per cent. of the 
rabbits of this country harbour coccidia. 

Eimeria avium was detected in the feeces of diarrhoeic 
fowls, and satisfactory therapeutic results were 
stated to have been obtained by using 15 grains of 
crude catechu to the gallon of drinking water, as 
recommended inthe report of the Grouse Commission. 

Sarcocystis tenellum occurred in a piece of mutton. 

Crstopa.— Cysticercus tenuicollis, the cystic stage 
of Twnia marginata of the dog, was found in large 
numbers in the liver of a lamb from Buckinghamshire. 
This and other fatal cases were described on p. 7 of 
the Veterinary Journal for January, 1923. 

Moniezia neumannit was recorded from a cow in 
the West Riding. From a duck in the same county 
large numbers of the three tapeworms Aploparaksis 
furcigerat, Hymenolepis megalopst and H. coronulat 
were obtained, and were apparently the cause of 
“ going light ’’ and deaths. 

TREMATODA.—The only members of this group 
examined were Fasciola hepatica from a goat in 
Worcestershire, and Paramphistomum cervi ( Amphis- 
tomum conicum) from the rumen of a cow in Cheshire. 
( Veterinary Journal, p. 292, August 1922.)

ACANTHOCEPHALA, — A thorn-headed - worm, 
Acanthocephala anguille, was reported from the 
alimentary canal of trout in Derbyshire. 

Nematopa.—A piece of halibut contained large 
numbers of Ascaris capsularia, which is regarded 
as the larval stage of Ascaris decipiens of the aliment- 
ary canal of seals. It is a very common worm in 
the muscle of fish. Immature specimens of an 
ascarid Anisakis sp.{ were found in the stomach of 
a seal (species unknown). The intermediate forms 
of such worms are. found in the muscles of certain 
sea fish. Whilst Belascaris mystax and B. marginata 
of the cat and dog respectively were examined several 
times, the smaller species, Toxascaris limbata, was 
rarer, being reported three times from Middlesex 
and Lancashire, and in each case from bull bitches. 
In one case the infestation was very heavy, extending 
on post-mortem examination from the cesophagus 
to the rectum. 

Of the round worms of the alimentary canal of the 
sheep, the minute species Trichostrongylus extenuatus 
and Ostertagia circumeincta were found to be causing 
disease in Flintshire and Denbighshire. The same 
may be said of Hemonchus contortus in Denbighshire. 
Proteracrum csophagostomum (CEsophagostomum col- 
umbianum) was recorded from Kent and Trichuris 
ovis ( T'richocephalus affinis) from Shropshire and Kent. 

In cattle, Trichostrongylus extenuatus from Cornwall 
and Warwick, and Ostertagia ostertagia from Cornwall, 
appeared to be causing losses from parasitic gastro- 
enteritis. From Uganda, Specimens of T'helazia 
rhodesi (Filaria lachrymalis) were reported to be 
responsible for parasitic conjunctivitis in young stock. 

Of the equine round worms, several lots of feces 
were shown to contain ova of the following genera :— 
Ascaris, Oxyuiis, Strongylus and Cylicostomum. 

The death of a young chimpanzee was found to be 
due to a heavy infestation of Ascaris sp. in the liver 
and small intestine. 

AcarinA.—From the foot of a dog suffering from 
follicular mange Glyciphagus domesticus, a non- 
parasitic mite, was obtained. It has been previously 
recorded from the skins of several animals and man. 
The follicular mite of the goat, Demodex capre was 
found associated with skin lesions in Lancashire, 
and specimens of D. bovis came from Tanganyika 
Territory. The tick Ixodes hexagonus was taken 





{Determination kindly made by Professor Yorke. 
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from a cat in Leicestershire. It is somewhat rare 
upon this host. 

Insecta.—In one case small maggots from the 
coat of a cat turned out to be the larve of the cat 
flea. (Ctenocephalus felis). An account of a similar 
case appeared in the Veterinary Journal, for January 
1922, p. 21. Sometimes large numbers of glistening 
cat flea ova about the size of mustard seeds drop 
from the animal’s.coat. A portion of a badly damaged 
bread-«headed louse ( 7 richodectes sp.) was found on a 
suspected mange slide. From the region above the 
last two or three vertebre of a guinea-pig, numbers of 
ova of the louse Gyropus gracilis were found to cause 
matting. of the hairs. 

GeNERAL.—In a number of specimens, either 
mounted or unmounted, animal or vegetable frag- 
ments were mistaken for parasites or their ova. 
This subject was dealt with in a paper on p. 333. of 
the Veterinary Record for May 2nd, 1923. 

Several scrapings were examined from the backs 
of cats’ with negative results; some of the senders 
felt confident that they were dealing with a parasitic 
affection. 

In a few cases feathers from birds suffering from 
the “feather picking” habit yielded no parasites 
on microscopic examination. Ward and Gallagher 
give a full account of this condition on p. 177 of 
Diseases of Domesticated Birds, 1920. 

From material examined it would appear that in 
Wales there is a “ red water” of cattle which lasts 
for very long periods, and which closely resembles 
the bovine hematuria described by continental authors.

REMEDY FOR THE DISTEMPER CALLED GARGYSE. 


Cut with a Sharp Penknife, or Lancet, this Swelling 
round about, as deep as the Skin, to prevent its 
falling into the Muzzle of the Beast, which will certainly 
happen, if not timely prevented by this Method, 
and prove Mortal. When we have opened the Skin, 
as above directed, wash the Wound with the follow- 
ing Preparation, viz. :— 

Fresh human Urine and Salt, must be gently 
simmered over the fire together, and when it is near 
cold, wash the Swelling, and the Part that has been 
cut, with it, Mornings and Evenings, till the Swelling 
abates; at the same time giving the Beast every 
other morning some Flower of Sulphur, in warm Ale 
or Ale-Wort. 

When you dress the Part remove from it the little 
Blisters or Pustules, even till you come to the Quick, 
and the Sore has ceased running. 

When the Swelling has quite gone, anoint the 
Wound, and sore Part, with Nerve-Oyle and Honey, 
boiled together, while the Preparation is Milk-warm, 
and it will soon heal. (Gargyse is a swelling like a 
boil, botch or bubce on the side of the eye.—H. 8. E.) 


REMEDY FoR Lower or Loss or Cup. 


Take of inward Ruid of Elder, Rhue and Lungwort, 
of each an Handful; chop them small, and put them 
into three Quarts of Ale free from the Yest, or in as 
much Ale Wort ; boil till soft and stir; add of Long 
Pepper, Grains, Liquorice and Anniseeds Half an 
Ounce, an Ounce Each of Turmerick and Fenugreek 
Seeds and a quarter of an Ounce of Cummin Seed, 
all well beaten, with a quarter of a Pound of Madder ; 
and while all these are boiling, take a large Bowl-Dish, 
and put into it an Handful of Bay-Salt, twelve Cloves 
of Garlick, four new laid Eggs, Shells and all; grind 
all these together with a wooden Pestle, till they are 
well mixed with some of the Liquor; then add the 
whole Body of the Decoction as hot as may be, 
letting the whole stand together till it is no warmer 
than Milk from the Cow, brewing [Italics please] it 
well together: Give the Beast half the Quantity 
to drink, while it is yet warm, two Mornings suc- 

cessively, keeping the Ox or Cow warm that takes 
it, for four or five Hours after before you give them 
any water. 

REMEDY FOR CLUE-BOUND. 

Take Castile Soap, or what some call Castle-Soap, 
Half a Pound ; to this add Treacle and Butter, of 
each a like quantity ; ; Put these into three Pints of 
soft Water, wherein Chalk has been infused, though 
some would recommend Stand-Lee; of either of 
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these Liquors take three Quarts, and when the whole 
is dissolved, and mixed, give half the Medicine to 
your Cow or Bullock in a Morning before they have 
drunk, keeping them in an House till noon. Repeat 
this Medicine two Mornings. 

If yet the Beast should be too much bound in his 
Body, or the Medicine should not happen to operate, 
give him some Balls made of. Butter and Riff-sand. 

(The text explains what Clue-bound is.—H. S. E.) 


REMEDY FOR YOKE-GALL. 


Take Train Oyl, and grind it well with White Lead, 
till it becomes a Salve ; with this anoint the grieved 
Part, and it will presently heal the Sore, and discharge 
the Swelling. 

(A note on the meaning of Train Oyl might here 
not be out of place ; it is derived from the old Dutch 
Traen-Whale oil.—H. S. E.) 

Another Remedy is the Pitch-Oyl, made by Mr. 
John Pingo, my curious Friend, in New-Street near 
Shoe-Lane, from the British Pitch, which he formerly 
extracted from Minerals at Broseley in Shropshire. 
Many great cures have been done by this oyl, which 
makes me wonder the more that those Pitch Works 
have been discontinued for Some Time. But if I 
may be a Judge of the Reason why we have lost so 
valuable a thing as the British Pitch, and that the 
Mines are not now employed, I guess it is from the 
Establishing, or setting them up at first in a Body, 
or Company, or dividing it into Shares, which fulfills 
a good Proverb. That every Body’s Business is no 
Body's Business. 

(Perhaps the profits went in the bursting of the 
South Sea Bubble in 1720.—H. 8. E.) 


REMEDY FOR SEAT IN Cows or OXEN. 


Make a strong Decoction of Tobacco Stalks in 
human Urine, and wash the infected Parts frequently 
with it. (Dr. Bradley also recommends medicine 
as exhibited for Lowr.—H. S. E.) 

You may bleed the Beast also and give him of old 
human Urine a Quart, in which mix an Handful of 
Hen’s Dung, or Half an Handful of Pidgeon’s Dung, 
to drink. 

But what I think the best of all is, such a Water as 
is Chelibiate, and well impregnated with Sulphur, 
such as I have observed in the Gardens of Charles 
Du Bois, Esq., at Mitcham in Surrey, which indeed 


is very footid, but is of great Efficacy in all scrophulous . 


cases; and, as the worthy Gentleman, in whose 
Garden it is, has told me, will immediately cure Dogs 
of the Mange. 


REMEDY FOR Husk. 


Take Hyssop, the Smaller Centaury, Celandine, 
Marsh-Mallows, of each one Handful. Boil these in 
Ale free from the Yest, or in three Quarts of Ale Wort ; 
then add about three Ounces of Cow-Spice (that used 
for, Lowr.—H. 8. E.), with Treacle and Butter of each 
six Ounces. This will make two Doses, to be given 
every other Morning. 
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REMEDY FOR BLoopy Scour or Bioopy FLtux. 


Take of Elder Buds, or Elder Flowers, an Handful ; 
if the Flowers are dry take two Ounces of them ; 
Hyssop, Mallows, and Celandine, an Handful of each. 

If the Cow or Bullock be large, boil these in five 
Pints of old Strong Beer; or if it be but of a small 
Breed, boil these in three Pints, to which add Anniseeds 
and Liquorice, of each about two Ounces, more or less 
if the Bullock be larger or smaller, with Treacle and 
Butter, of each six Ounces; put to them-.Madder 
Powder about two Ounces. aL ae 

When you give your Beast this Drink keep him 
warm ; And give him Warm Mashes, in each of which 
about a Quarter of an Ounce of Oak-Bark has been 
grated. 

While this Distemper is upon him do not suffer 
him by any means to drink cold waters, but prevent 
his thirst by Mashes only. 


For Srnew STRAIN. 


Take Marsh-Mallows, and Chick-Weed, of each an 
Handful; boil them in a Quart of Vinegar, adding 
three or for Ounces of Tallow; for Want of Vinegar 
use the Dregs of Stale Beer. 

With this mixture, while it is still hot, bathe the 
grieved Part. 


For AN INFLAMMATION OF THE LUNGS OF A BULLOCK, 


A Cow or Bullock troubled with this Distemper 
will discover it by holding its Head higher than 
Common, and drawing its Wind with difficulty ; 
it will likewise be chiefly in a standing Posture, 
without caring to lie down, and will groan very much. 

The Cure is to bleed it in the Neck, and then give 
it the following Dose, viz. 

Take Lung-wort, Celandine, and Hyssop, of each an 
Handful; of the Smaller Centaury dried, Half an 
Handful; Elder Flowers dried, an Ounce; or for 
want of them, four Ounces of Elder Tops ; Boil these 
well together in a Quart of Ale Wort, or in lieu of that 
in a Quart of Ale free from Yest; Then press the 
Herbs, and strain the Liquor from them, putting at 
the same time to it an Ounce and a Half of the Cow 
Spice above-mentioned, or for want of them Anniseeds 
and Fenugreek Seeds, of each an Ounce ; with about 
an Ounce and a Half of Liquorice sliced ; boil these 
together for a little while, and add of Butter and 
Treacle six Ounces Each, which will make a medicine 
to be given two successive Mornings. 

Settering in the Dew-Lap with Hallebar has proved 
effectual. 

For A FresH on GREEN WounpD. 


Dr. Bradley recommends the Application of a 
Stiptick Liquor, chymically prepared by the before- 
mentioned John Pingo. It was certainly marvellous 
stuff, for in one instance (quoted by John Pingo 
himself !) he had a “ Nail drove through the Brains 
of a Cock, and by his immediate Application of the 
Stiptick of his Composing, the Cock recovered.” 
It had also a wonderful effect on a horse with cut 
sinews. The Stiptick “immediately relieved him, 
and healed the Wound, notwithstanding there was 
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so great an Effusion of Blood, that he was looked 
upon as irrecoverable.” (Would that I could find 
the recipe.—H. 8. E.) 


AN UNGUENT FOR A SorRE oR WOUND. 

Take Hogs-Lard finely rendered, six Ounces ; 
Honey, an Ounce and a Half ; Bees-Wax, and Rossin, 
of each Half an Ounce ; stir these over a gentle fire 
till they melt. (A warning is here given against 
the thing taking fire-—-H.8.E.) When the above 
Composition is melted, add thereto six or seven 
Ounces of turpentine ; and when that is well mixed, 
take it from the Fire, and stir in about six Drams 
of Verdigrease finely pulverized, till the Salve is 
almost cold. 

(I once came across a similar recipe belonging to 
the late Mr. Stephenson’s father. It was for foul 
of the foot, and I tried to make some and nearly set 
the place afire.—H. 8. E.) 

For a Bire or A Map Dose, Virer, or SLOw Worm: 

Although such Bite is not immediately painful to 
a Beast, yet it carries dismal Consequence with it ; 
for a Bite of that Sort produces an Hydrophobia, or 
something like it, as well in Cattle as in Mankind. 

Wash first the grieved Part with fresh human Urine, 
and when the Wound is rubbed dry light some Tinder, 
and lay it burning upon the Parts where the teeth 
have penetrated, having first thrown the Bullock. 

And if this does not blister the Part of itself, you 
may an Hour afterwards touch the same Part with 
a red hot Iron, till you make a Sore of the Place. 


For SHOULDER-PITCH, OR CUP-SPRING. 

Take of oyl of turpentine, two Ounces; oyl of 
Peter, and Oyl of Spike of each the like Quantity ; 
mix these with six Ounces of Linseed Oyl, and anoint 
the grieved Place once Every Day till it is well. 

(Oyl of Peter is no doubt paraffin or rock oil. 
of Spike is Spikenard.—-H. 8. E.) 


To Breep AND Promote MILK IN Cows. 

Draw a Whey with Strong Beer and Milk, in which 
boil Anniseed, and Coriander-Seed, finely beaten to 
Powder, with an Ounce of Sugar Candy well pulverized. 
Give a Quart of this Medicine to a Cow every Morning, 
which will not only make her Milk spring freely, but 
will greatly increase it. ; 

(A couple of bottles of Guiness given to a Sow for 
three or four days before farrowing acts like a charm 


in Milk production.—H. 8. E.) 


REMEDY FOR CANKER UPON THE TONGUE. 

If the canker happens to come upon the tongue of a 
Cow or Bullock, it will soon eat it asunder, if not 
timely prevented ; which may be done by washing 
the Part three or four times a Day with the following 
water, viz. 

Take of the inward Bark of Elm one Handful, boil 
it in a Quart of Rain Water till it comes to a Pint ; 
put to this, when it is strained off, half a Dram of 
White Copperas, finely pulverised; and when you 
use this at any time wash the tongue with fair Water 
which will prevent its Swelling.

TABLET UNVEILED AT WooLwIcuH. 





At St. George’s Garrison Church, Woolwich, 
yesterday afternoon, Major-General Sir Layton 
Blenkinsop, Colonel Commandant, Royal Army 


Veterinary Corps, unveiled a mural tablet and a 
regimental banner to the memory of 69 otficers and 
420 men of the R.A.V.C., who gave their lives in the 
war. The tablet, which is in the north wall, is of 
mosaic, with marble panels bearing the pre-war 
and post-war regimental badges. It commemorates 
those who were members of the Regular and Terri- 
torial R.A.V.C., including all those who were trans- 
ferred from these corps to combatant units. 

The memorial and banner were dedicated by the 
Rev. J. Ferguson Colquhoun, Senior Chaplain at 
Woolwich, after which the “ Last Posi” and the 
“ Réveillé” was sounded. The hymns were accom- 
panied by the Royal Artillery Band, in command of 
Lieutenant E. C. Stretton, and the choir rendered 
the anthem, “Let us now praise famous men.” 
Before the service the Royal Artillery Band played 
voluntaries, and at the close, after the National 
Anthem, they gave Elgar’s March Imperial.

I should not have been so particular on this Head, 
but that there is some Nicety to be observed in the 
Application of the Water above-mentioned ; for the 
Operator might be surprised, perhaps, to see the tongue 
enlarge itself after the Medicine had been applied, 
which sometimes will be very much, but in a minute 
or two it will recover its former State. 

The Wash of fair Water therefore is recommended, 
to prevent that{Swelling of the Tongue which might 
otherwise happen. This Medicine being veryYacri- 
monious will occasion the Beast a great deal of Pain. 

(In conclusion, I must ask your readers to draw 
their own conclusions.—H. §. E.)

are planning a sweep of Berwyn mountains, on which 
30,000 sheep belonging to the three counties of Merioneth, 
Denbigh and Montgomery are grazing. 

Yesterday border farmers met at Oswestry and decided 
to collect the sheep on the mountains and bring them to the 
valley, where stations are being arranged for dipping them. 

Until assured that a majority of local authorities, 
including counties and cities, favour the reintroduction 
of the Tuberculosis Order of 1914, in which tuberculosis 
in cattle was made a notifiable disease, the Minister of 
Agriculture does not see his way to re-issue the Order in 
view of the very considerable expenditure involved. 


A dairy Shorthorn in the herd of Lady Cowell, Bedale,. 


has given the remarkable amount of 8°90 per cent. butter 
fat in one milking. High butter fat records are generally 
looked for in Guernsey and Jersey cattle, but this per- 
centage for a Shorthorn is quite equal to anything to be 
found in the records of the Channel Islands cattle. 

A man was fined 10s. at Scarborough for not using an 
anesthetic when docking a foal. Defendant, who pleaded 
that he was ignorant of the Act requiring the use of an 
anesthetic, had employed an old-fashioned docking knife 
and completed the operation by using a “fuzz” ball. The 
Chairman of the Bench stated that in any future cases the 
offenders would be severely dealt with.

Whole-time Appointments, Jersey—A Warning. 





We have received from the Greffe Office, States of 
Jersey, for insertion in the Veterinary Record, an 
advertisement for a States Veterinary Officer; the 
appointment being for three years at a salary of £250 
a year. Candidates are required to hold recognised 
diplomas, and those having special qualifications 
in meat inspection are preferred. We have refused 
to publish this advertisement, stating as our reason 
that the salary is inadequate and does not even 
approximate to the scale laid down for similar appoint- 
ments by the Council of this Association, namely, 
£500 per annum. 

We find that the duties to be performed are as 
follows :—The officer must devote the whole of his 
time to the work and must “do all work required 
of him by States Committees or any public depart- 
ment.” This entails; amongst other duties, the 
examination of all horses coming to the island, of all 
consignments of meat, and of all locally-slaughtered 
cattle. The officer is also liable to be called upon to 
attend the livestock upon three farms held by the 
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States and to deal with any outbreak of contagious 
disease that may occur anywhere on the island. 
That such a salary as £250 should be offered is an 
insult to a professional body, and we can only believe 
that it is done in sheer ignorance. The Committee 
who make the offer must have a very poor opinion 
of the Veterinary Profession, its qualifications, 
capabilities and status, and little foresight for the 
welfare of the island if they really think that such 
duties can be efficiently carried out by a qualified 
man willing to work for such remuneration. If a 
highly-qualified veterinarian should accept such a 
post, it can only be because, owing to personal short- 
comings, he knows he is incapable of doing better 
for himself, and that can only be due to his own fault. 
Bad pay does not attract good men, and generally, 


almost invariably, brings its own reward in bad work. 


We have received many letters of protest from our 
members on this subject, and we hope that the States 
of Jersey may see their way to amend their offer. 
But, in the meanwhile, this Association, which 
represents the Veterinary Profession, having made 
its protest direct to the Greffier, now relies upon its 
members to be loyal and to definitely refuse to have 
anything to do with the appointment until a salary 
of £500 per annum (as unanimously agreed upon by 
the Association) be offered. 

It is only by collective action that we can get such 
grievances remedied, and to do so we must stand 
firm together.

THE ANNUAL DINNER. 


The annual dinner was held at the Royal’ Hotel, 
Bristol, following the annual meeting, reported 
in last week’s Record, undet ‘the chairmanship of 
Mr. Rees. The guests were Mr. H. Sumner and 
Mr. G. H. Livesey, the following meémbers being 
present : Messrs. H. Sumner (Liverpool); G. -H. 
Livesey (Brightlingsea), W. D. Rees (Trealaw), W. M. 
Scott (Bridgwater), J. J. Aveston (Bath), C.'E.’ Perry 
— F. C. Hobbs (Newport), J. R. Barker (Hére- 
ford), W. R. Watson (Thornby), J. Golledge (Trow- 
bridge), E. Sayer (Mumbles), B.° Sayer Ueumnied) 
J. R. Baxter (Lechlade), J. R. Héwer (Swindon), 8. 
Codrington (Ledbury), J: T. Margarson (Stroud), 
H. 8. Robinson (Newport), G. E. ‘Welibed (Bristol), 
J. W. Proctor (Hereford), T. J. Taylor (Bath), and 
R. Porch (Bristol). 

Following the toast of “ The King,” Mr. Sumner, 
who had to leave in order to catch his train for the’ 
north, said: My remarks must be very few.’ I want 
to intimate that, notwithstanding all that’ has been’ 
said to the contrary, H.R.H. the Prince of Wales has 
seen fit to accept what honour we can confer from the 
College—that of an associate. 1 got the inspiration 
from Bath, in the ‘‘ wee sma’ hours,” and from no 
other than our good friend"Mr. W. M. Scott, ‘who’ pitt’ 
me under the pledge of secrecy, and I give’ hofour 
where honour is due. (Applause.) I wish you good-night 
gentlemen, and hope to have the pleasure of renewing’ 
our acquaintanceship later on. 

“The National Veterinary Medical Association ” 
was proposed by Mr. J. R. Barker (Hereford), who 
said that they were all anxious to hear Mr. Livesey, 
whose name is coupled with that toast, and he asked 
them to rise and drink the health of the National: 

Mr. G. H. Livesey, responding, was received with 
acclamation, and said : Mr. President and Gentlemen, 
—Thank you very much indeed for proposing the 
health of the National and. coupling my name with 
it. Perhaps you do not realise, in proposing this 
toast, that you are proposing the toast of yourselves, 
and it is funny for a visitor to respond for you—but 
it is a fact. 

The National is not a body existing all by itself, 
a little lone society with an office in London, separate | 
and distinct from all the country. The National.. 
consists of these various societies in being all over the 
country, with a group of officials in London—Presi- 
dent, Secretary, Treasurer and Council—it. does. not 
seem to be realised that it consists of all the members 
of the divisions throughout the country. 

I notice, going from place to place, that members 
still speak of their own “Society ”—for instance, 
“the Mid-West and South Wales Veterinary Associa- 
tion.” They do not speak of the Mid-West and South 
Wales Division, but. I hope that the day is coming, 
when you will not necessarily sink your own: in-. 
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dividuality—far from it—but when you will realise 
that there is only one Veterinary Association that 
is of real value and is of real use to-.you and to the 
country—namely, the “ National,” and that yours 
is that division of it which is particularly interested 
in the welfare of veterinary surgeons practising in 
your area. That is the right way to look upon the 
position. 

It is only by getting members to realise that, and 
to work the National from that point of view, that we 
are going to have any success at all. If you have a 
multiplicity of small associations all over the country, 
you will have a multiplicity of opinions and you will 
have them dominated by one section in one part of 
the country and another section in another part of the 
country, and you will not obtain the general feeling 
of the country. As an example, take the profession 
and fees. Suppose we are asked by a Government 
Department what is the proper salary for a whole- 
time official for some definite veterinary work, and I, 
as Secretary of the Association of Divisions, try to get 
that information: I write to the man up in Northum- 
berland who may say that a whole-time appointment 
for such work ought to be worth £500 a year: I write 
to the man in Norfolk, Suffolk and Essex. They may 
possibly say we shall be very glad if we can get £250 
a year ; while a man in London may say the appoint- 
ment is worth a thousand; the man in the west— 
perhaps Cornwall, will say £300. Now, supposing 
the Government had written to the different associa- 
tions and had all these different opinions thrust upon 
them, they would say “ the Veterinary Profession does 
not know its own mind and we will fix the scale our- 
selves at what we think right.”’ 

But if things are carried out as they are being done 
at the present moment, the Government Department 
or Association of County Councils writes to the 
National as representing veterinary opinion. I can 
write them back by return post, stating that a mini- 
mum salary of £500 a year has been decided upon 
by the Council—that is the considered opinion of all 
the divisions in Great Britain and Ireland; surely 
that carries ever so much weight and provides ever so 
much credit to the profession as a whole. That is only 
one possible little incident. 

Thus, gentlemen, it is necessary that these societies 
throughout the country should look upon themselves 
as simply branches of one incorporated body aiming 
at representing the considered opinions and views of 
the whole of the Veterinary Profession, and as the 
work goes on I can assure you that the National is 
becoming daily more and more recognised as the 
institution which we have set out to make it to be. 
We do get these inquiries from Government Depart- 
thents, County Councils, Municipalities, District 
Councils, and so on. They ask for guidance :. they 
cannot go to the Royal College: if they do they will 
be told that the Royal College has no authority on 
such matters; it lies with the profession—and the 
mouthpiece of the profession is the National. 


These county councils are getting rather lively | 
_ interest in a professional respect, and I can rely on the 


just now, and they are giving me a great deal of 
trouble ; they are asking some very difficult questions 
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—questions which require a great deal of consideration, 
and I, who have only just taken on the secretaryship, 
and that only temporarily (I daresay when the time 
comes for the general meeting you will be glad of a 
change) can assure you that we do get some posers, 
and I feel that the position is an extremely onerous one. 
But, at the same time, it has opened my eyes to the 
fact that, great as I thought the future was and is 
before the National, and very great the amount I 
thought it could do for the benefit of the profession, 
I had only dimly seen the fringe of its possibilities. 
I say this, though I have given two years careful 
thought to the progress and possibilities of the 
association, and I have had many conversations with 
Mr. Buxton as to the work which the National was 
doing. 

The future before this association is enormous ; 
the only limit I can see to the realisations of its aspira- 
tions is the amount of support it gets from the body 
of the profession. Now we want your support-—we 
want it BADLY, and I do not ask for it just for the 
National—TI ask for it for the benefit of all the societies, 
of all the divisions, and of the Veterinary Profession. 

But, gentlemen, to make the National strong is to 
make a division strong; we want the considered 
opinion of veterinary surgeons all over the country. 
The only way we can get that is through our divisions. 
If the divisions are weak and apathetic and unable 
to express themselves—this owing to lack of repre- 
sentation—-the National is consequently weak in 
those districts. If we have strong societies with 
energetic officials who are willing to inspire their 
members with enthusiasm, I have not the slightest 
hesitation in predicting prosperity for the National. 
The whole prosperity and future benefit of the 
National depends upon these societies, so I hope that 
the mid-west society, or division, as I should call it, 
will be able to extend and increase its membership, 
and not simply aim at having big numbers, but at 
enrolling energetic live members who pay their 
subscriptions and attend meetings when they can, 
and who, even when they cannot attend meetings, 
will send a line to the Secretary expressing their 
views on things and forward items and news affecting 
their own particular district, for these are little ways 
of keeping up live interest in localities. 

I do hope the division secretaries will despatch 
selected items and news to headquarters. These bits 
of news I hope to get put in the Record and make the 
paper interesting, instead of it remaining the perhaps 
somewhat dull periodical which it is at present. Also 
it will help us to compile statistics. Possibly that 
sounds rather uninspiring to you after our experience 
in the war, but you know an organisation, if it is to be 
effective, needs statistics. I feel it when I am in that 
office. If we secure these bits of information they will 
be filed and ready for reference. In the past no 
statistics have been kept in the office—not even as to 
membership. 

I beg all members of the divisions to keep their 
secretaries informed of anything that happens of 


Secretary to forward information to me. Particulars 
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of outbreaks of colic, even snuffles in cats, and the like 
are all of interest. 

Leaving that part of the subject, I want to speak 
to you about the Record. I must apologise to you for 
its poor appearance and flabby material during the 
latter part of last year. That came about from several 
causes but I think this year it has been a little bit 
better (hear, hear)—at least I know there has been 
some improvement. In different parts of the country 
to which I have been, I have had very pleasant expres- 
sions of opinion, and I have had quite a nice number of 
letters saying that the improvement in the Record 
is appreciated (hear, hear). That can only be done 
with a little bit of effort, especially as I never was cut 
out for literature. I never was a journalist by nature 
or inclination. I try my best to get folk to send 
interesting items and news. Failing them I have to 
rely on myself for notes and news. 

Some folk really seem to like these little notes and if 
they meet with general approval I am quite willing 
to put them in. I only wish I had some fresh spring 
from which to draw. 

With regard to the publication of the proceedings 
of societies and divisions, there has been a very legiti- 
mate grumble that proceedings of societies sometimes 
go for months before they are published. Believe me, 
it is not the fault of the office. At one society I 
visited they were grumbling to me: “ It is more than 
three months since we had the last meeting and we 
have not seen the minutes in the Record, and it is 
getting rather stale you know’’—I only received 
them that morning from the Secretary. So it was not 
the fault of the office. 

I give you this promise, that as soon as proceedings 
are handed to me they will go to Press at the earliest 
possible moment-—-I cannot commit myself to more 
than this. They will immediately be looked through 
by the sub-editor and, if there is anything we can 
condense without affecting or materially spoiling the 
report, it will be condensed in that way because 
space is very limited, and it will be set up by the 
printers and published in about ten days or a fortnight 
afterwards if possible. It is always the way—some- 
times we are hard up for material ; at other times we 
receive four or five reports at the same time. 

The Record is limited to 16 pages of literary matter, 
simply because we cannot afford more. We rely 
to a great extent for the Record on the advertisements. 
Another: four pages costs us about £7 10s. Seven 
pounds ten shillings a week adds very considerably 
to the expenses in a year, and, to tell you the truth, 
we cannot afford it, and the reason we cannot afford 
it is because we have not sufficient subscribers. We 
want to make the Record pay for itself. The adver- 
tisements should bring a profit to the Association 
and the Record should not be dependent upon a 
subsidy out of subscriptions. 

I should like to see the Record consist of thirty-six 
pages—twenty-four pages of good reading matter 
and twelve pages of advertisements. Now, will you 
help me to get the advertisements ? (I have got the 
promise of one—-Major Taylor). 
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I have written myself, and the sub-editor, Mr. 
Brown (whom, I am glad to say, is a veterinary sur- 
geon) has been writing round to many firms and we 
are just starting an organised campaign to secure more 
advertisements. 

We hope we shall get twelve pages of good, paying 
advertisements ; when we do that, the Record will pay 
for itself. I do not despair. I think we shall do it— 
I intend to do it if I possibly can. 

If we can do this, then we shall have a fair amount 
of money available for the benefit of the Association. 
The Association should get its £2 2s. a year from each 
member to use for the welfare of the profession, and 
not merely for the support of the Journal. If we can 
get 2,000 members or more we can do many things 
with it. 

You have heard a lot to-day about research. 
Research is an excellent thing. Why should not 
bacteriological research be available for all members 
of the National ? I should like to see the National 
have its own bacteriologist so that a practitioner 
could have his work—-investigations and diagnosis-— 
done by his own Society’s bacteriologist. 

In conclusion then, let me urge that the Association 
bind itself together as the one body representing 
veterinary opinion throughout the length and breadth 
of the country and gain strength by strengthening 
up its divisions. The London office is only the cir- 
culating office to pass on the considered views of the 
profession to representative bodies other than the 
profession. 

If you can get the divisions strong we shall have a 
strong National, and I ask you to support the National 
vigorously, and, if you can spare a little time, to give 
me a little help with the Record. 

I thank you for the way in which you have received 
the toast and for this opportunity of speaking. 

The toast of the Mid-West and South Wales Veter- 
inary Association was proposed by Mr. G. H. Livesry, 
in the following terms : 

You are meeting to-night on the evening of a very 
great anniversary. It is 79 years ago, on April 12th, 
1844, that the body politic and corporate of the 
Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons held their first 
meeting under their first President, Mr. Thomas 
Turner, at Freemasons’ Tavern, Great Queen Street, 
London. 

Seventy-nine years ago the Veterinary Profession 
commenced its career. What great strides have been 
taken in those 79 years! In those days it was a body 
of old-fashioned cow leeches, nothing like the standard 
of men we have now, and though clever, not exactly 
what you would call professional men. In 79 years we 
have become a great profession. We have recognition 
all over the world and the profession in Great Britain 
takes the first place throughout the whole world. 
It has accomplished that in 79 years. Now we have 
in the Mid-West and South Wales the youngest 
veterinary society (it has only been in existence three 
years) and it is recognised all over Great Britain 
as being one of the most lively, up-to-date societies 
in existence. It is well known that other parts of the 
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country are just a little bit nervous of you; they do 
not know what you are going to jump on to them next. 
The resolutions coming from this society make them 
pause. Is not that a very excellent thing? Is it 
not just what we want? I wish there were ten or 
twenty Mid-Wests spread through the country just to 
give that stimulus to the profession which would 
shake away lethargy and apathy. 

I think the Mid-West is to be congratulated, and I 
must congratulate it, on the success it has achieved, 
and I only hope it will persevere and increase. In- 
crease your membership, and your words will carry 
weight throughout the country. 

I couple with the toast the name of your President, 
whom I hope we shall shortly see on the Council of the 
R.C.V.S. 

The Presipent, Mr. W. D. Rees, in replying said : 

Gentlemen, I thank Mr. Livesey for the compli- 
mentary remarks he has made with regard to our 
Society. As he has said, we are quite a young Society. 
I think I can claim to-day that we are a very strong 
and vigorous Association. I do not think we should 
rest there. I should like to see every member in the 
area a member of the Society. By having strong local 
divisions we shall help the National in the way in 
which Mr. Livesey has suggested. I am living in hope 
that we shall see a great advance in the Record of 
the Association. I have been looking back over the 
three years. We have had papers of great help and 
service to practitioners, and, apart from that, the 
social gatherings have been of very great value. We 
all feel that we have been aided considerably by the 
chats we get at the tea-table. I think even for that 
the meetings are well worth attending. 

The toast of the Visitors was submitted by Mr. 
J. J. AVESTON, in a well-chosen and happy vein, and, 
in the absence uf Mr. Buxton, was responded to by 
the Acting General Secretary, who said :— 

“ Another point I wanted to tell you is that Mr. 
Sumner said this afternoon ‘the National does not 
represent the majority of the Veterinary Profession.’ 
We are almost in the position to say that we do—a 
very little effort, and we shall have a clear majority. 
Our membership is now 1,500, or a little more, and we 
are getting members every week. We only want a 
few additional members and we shall get that 1,600 
which will give us a clear majority, but at the present 
time we do hold a majority. 

The number of practising veterinary surgeons in 
Great Britain and Ireland is only 2,354. The rest 
are Colonial, Army or retired. If that is the case, we 
have 1,500 practising veterinary surgeons out of 
2,354—we do hold a clear majority of the views of the 
profession and that puts the National in a position 
it has never been in before. Now, do let me thank 
you very much indeed for all the kind things that have 
been said, and let me assure you that my ambition 
will be to gain the confidence and respect of the pro- 
fession that has helped me to attain the position I 
have already. If I do that I shall have done my bit 
and be satisfied.” 


A vote of thanks to the President concluded the 
function.

CORRESPONDENCE. 


Apologies for absence were received from the 
following :—Major Hobday, London; Messrs. F. T. 
Harvey, St. Columb; C. Crowhurst, Bodmin; and 
J. Dunstan, Liskeard. 

Dick Veterinary College, Edinburgh, 
Centenary, 1823—1923.—After a short discussion, 
the Hon. Seoretary proposed, seconded by Mr. 
THORBURN, “ That the sum of two guineas be sent as 
a donation from the Association, and that other 
subscriptions be left to individual members.” This 
was put to the meeting and carried unanimously. 

Tuberculin Resolution.—A letter, dated January 
10th, was read from the General Secretary of the 
National Veterinary Medical Association, London, 
containing the following resolution :— 

This meeting is of the opinion that the use of 
tuberculin is abused to the detriment of the 
dairy industry, and asks that its sale be controlled 
so that it be supplied only to members of the 
Medical and Veterinary Professions by authorised 
laboratories. 

Mr. Livesky said the National had a special Com- 
mittee sitting in London, inquiring into the manu- 
facture, standardisation and distribution of biological 
products—which included tuberculin. Some very 
remarkable evidence had been collected. The 
committee would be pleased to have any authentic 
evidence of the misuse of tuberculin, and he would 
arrange for any member to give evidence, which would 
be treated in strict confidence, before the committee. 

The members strongly supported the resolution 
that tuberculin should be controlled, and it was 
arranged that anyone having evidence of its misuse 
should communicate with the Hon. Secretary. 

Fees Committee Milk and Dairies Order, 1922.—A 
further letter was read from the General Secretary 
of the National, stating that it had been decided to 
form a committee, consisting of one delegate from 
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each division, to inquire into the scale of fees to be 
charged under the new Dairies Order. 

The Hon. Secretary reported that, as there would be 
no meeting of the Western Counties until March 
22nd, he, with the approval of the Council, attended 
as a delegate to the committee on behalf of the 
Association, and now reported as follows :—A scale 
of fees was drawn up for consideration by the Council 
of the National, but was referred back to the committee 
which was to meet shortly. That was all there was 
to report at present. 

Sanitary Congress, 1923, Hull.—The usual letter 
was read from the Secretary of the Royal Sanitary 
Institute, London, inviting the Association to appoint 
delegates to the Congress to be held at Hull. It 
was resolved, owing to the distance, that no delegates 
be appointed this year. 

Field Distemper Research Fund.—-A letter from 
Sir Theodore Cook, Editor of The Field, asking for 
the support of the Association, was brought before 
the meeting. 

Mr. Grepines: How many members of -the 
Veterinary Profession are on the Research Committee ? 


Mr. Livesry: Five, including three members | 


of the Research Council. There has been some 
expression of opinion in the Record. The Veterinary 
Profession should be properly alive. The unqualified 
men subscribed £200 to the Fund, and put the pro- 
fession in an invidious position. I spoke to Mr. 
Buxton last week, and I think that the Committee’s 
investigations will be increased by the appointment 
of well-qualified research workers. Collaborators 
throughout the country will be called upon to try to 
collect materials from different sources, and the 
research will be properly carried out. The Central 
supported it well; they are paying ten guineas this 
year. Lancashire is paying five guineas for four 
years. 

Mr. Grestncs: The Western Counties should 
support it. 

Mr. Livesey: Two guineas will bring the report 
every six months. 

Mr. GiBBINGs proposed and Mr. LANSLEY seconded, 
that the Association should subscribe two guineas 
and await results. Carried. 

Mr. LivesEy: Distemper discoveries are not 
the ultimate goal. The real research is into the principal 
ultra-visible viruses and, of course, distemper is 
believed to be due to an ultra-visible virus. Material 
in distemper is available where it is not in human 
beings. It might lead to research in human work. 


Fees chargeable for the measuring of Ponies and the 
giving of County Council Lectures. 

Mr. C. Crownurst, of Bodmin, wrote, asking the 
Association to discuss the above fees. He stated 
that he was against the delivery of lectures on the 
“ Ailments of Farmstock,”’ and had refused. He 
considered a fee of one guinea per lecture very low. 

The CHarRMAN: «= I take it the query he is asking 
is in connection with the measuring of ponies issued 
under the new Association recently started. An 
elaborate certificate is to be supplied by local veterin- 





ary surgeons, giving height, colour and description 
of pony. It is still open to objection. Some do it 
for nothing, just for the love of sport. Some are 
asking veterinary surgeons to do it for nothing, even 
at a distance of 12 miles. 

Mr. PENHALE: It is difficult in these cases to 
lay down a hard and fast rule. In Barnstaple I was 
asked to measure ponies for an event in aid of the 
North Devon Infirmary. It could not be done for 
a charge. 

The CHarRMAN: Except for charitable objects 
it is legitimate to make a charge. Many of these 
pony meetings are under a new scheme. It meant 
measuring ponies, without shoes, and signing a certifi- 
cate. 

Mr. NELDER proposed a fee of one guinea for each 
pony, under these rules, when brought to the yard. 

Mr. Fyertu proposed 5s., but this was not seconded. 

Mr. NetperR: The veterinary surgeon has to fill 
in the certificate, the name of the pony, height, 
colour and age. 

Major Wricut: Is the new measurement for 
all time ? 

The CHAIRMAN: If measured at 4, again at 5 
and 6; if on the card at 6, it is on for alltime. There 
is nothing official about the certificate. It has to 
be signed by a veterinary surgeon and it is open to 
adjustment at the races. 

A MemBer: By whom ? 

The CHatRMAN: The official measurer to the 
race meeting. The pony is not measured again 
unless he is objected to. The protest money is to 
be £5. 

Resolved that a fee of 10s. 6d. be charged. 

Concerning County Council Lectures, the CHATRMAN 
said: I had to give a lot of lectures and found that 
the more you give the less you can impart. | What 
I discovered to be required are prescriptions for 
colic or coughs ; nothing that we should call education- 
al, simply a “quack” lecture. They were 
appreciated all right. I think a fee of one guinea 
little enough. I strongly deprecate that a qualified 
man should give lectures at all. In dealing with 
hygiene and stable management, the farmer will say 
he knows more about it than the professional man. 

Lectures are given under the Cornwall County 
Council. Devon has no appointed official; others 
give lectures who are not veterinary surgeons. Veter- 
inary surgeons might give First Aid lectures. I 
object to a surgeon going to another district in first 
aid—it is apt to cause friction. If we do disapprove 
of it as a Division and are approached by the Council 
to give leetures, we can always refuse ; others have 
done it. 

Mr. THorBuRN: Mr. Scott, of Bridgwater, gave 
lectures. His lectures were helpful; they educated 
the farmer. 

Mr. Roperts: I have been asked to give lectures 
in Devonshire in my district, as has my brother in 
his own district. If there were no objections to 
lectures on first aid, I should not be likely to cause 
any ill-feeling among my brothers in the profession. 
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As long as I confine myself to my own district, I do 
not think I am doing any harm ; if I do not lecture, 
they would get someone else. 

Mr. Epwarps: It seems to me it is a matter of 
good taste; whether or not it is good taste depends 
upon what the lecturer says. Distributing pre- 
scriptions is unprofessional. First aid lectures may 
be given; these are educating the farmer to send for 
the veterinary surgeon. 


REPRESENTATIVES TO THE COUNCIL OF THE N.V.M.A. 


Major F. T. Hobday, London, was unanimously 
elected, in addition to the President and Hon. 
Secretary. 


Visit oF THE AcTING GENERAL SECRETARY OF THE 
é, NATIONAL. 


The President, on behalf of the Association, wel- 
comed Mr. Livesey, whose: visit would, he said, give 
the members great pleasure. He knew Mr. Livesey 
had to catch an early train, and perhaps would like 
to have the opportunity of addressing them at once. 

Mr. Livesey: I am very pleased to come down 
here and let the members of the Western Division 
know that the National is alive. We are trying to 
make the National a live Association for the good of 
the profession. I had taken on, or attempted to 
take on, the work of Mr. Buxton and I have already 
made certain changes ; I have tried to brighten things 
up. I think you will find a little improvement in the 
Record. I was gratified to hear in Sheffield, York 
and Birmingham, very pleasant expressions of 
appreciation of the improvement in the Record 
and of the general livening-up of the National. I 
hope that little will be continued—there is no reason 
why it should not be. We need help from people 
outside London. We want the National to be a 
central body, with members throughout the provinces 
and we want to keep in touch with the provinces. 
Members must keep in touch with us, knowing they 
have only to bring a matter forward, lodge it at the 
office and that it will have attention; if of general 
importance it shall be brought forward. If the 
secretary will send me reports of your meetings, there 
will be no undue delay on behalf of the staff—that 
complaint shall not obtain in the future. The Record 
will be carried on on lines as in the past, that is to say, 
nothing of a personal nature will be put in; we will 
try to make it more interesting and enlarge it, because 
we want advertisements. We require to show a 
good circulation. If we can get twelve pages of 
advertisements we can make the Record self-supporting. 
The National is becoming an Association that will 
make its weight felt throughout the country. Even 
now, regarding the Milk and Dairies Bill, County 
Councils are writing to us as the one authority for 
professional advice, the mouthpiece of the profession. 
It is for members to give their support and make it 
a representative body to make its work effective. 


TREASURER’S REPORT. 


The TrEasuRER: Under the present rules, the 
current accounts are made up to December 3lst, 





instead of March 31st. It is a great help, because 
it must have been a great rush, with the year ending 
on March 31st and the meeting being held before the 
end of that quarter, to get them properly balanced. 
There are no arrears of subscriptions ; that is a featuré 
somewhat out of the ordinary. I must say that if 
members pay their subscriptions early in the year, we 
are much better able to judge what money we can 
spend. As regards the membership, we have lost 
two members by death, as reported by Mr. Stableforth. 

We are sorry to say we have had to remove one 
member’s name from the list because he has not paid 
his subscription. He has been written to repeatedly, 
but he has not replied. He was five years in arrear. 
We have one new member from Tavistock. The 
total membership is 44 instead of the 46 we had last 
year. With reference to the balance sheet, I think 
we can call it fairly satisfactory. ‘The balance in 
hand is £13 3s. 6d. It is only a nine months’ account. 
Four members have paid their subscriptions in advance. 

There was no summer meeting, and we have 
economised as regards printing—we are having the 
notices duplicated -instead of printed. 

Resolved that the accounts be received and adopted, 
subject to being audited by the President and one 
Vice-President. 

ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 


President.—Mr. G. D. Lansley (Axminster) was, 
on the proposition of Major W. Ascott, the retiring 
President, seconded by Mr. THoRBURN, unanimously 
elected President. 

Mr. Lanstey: Mr. Chairman, this is an unex- 
pected honour. I think some senior member should 
occupy the chair, but, if it is your wish, I will try to 
carry out my duties satisfactorily. 

Vice-Presidents.—The retiring President, Major 
Wright, and Messrs. Blackwell and Bloye were elected 
unanimously. 

Council.—It was resolved that Messrs. Bloye, 
Masson and H. K. Roberts, in addition to the officers, 
constitute the Council. 

Auditors—The President and one Vice-President. 

Hon. Treasurer—-Mr. R. Barons Nelder was 
unanimously re-elected, and thanked for his services. 

Hon. Secretary.—Mr. W. P. Stableforth was re- 
elected. 

Place of next Meeting.—Mr. G. H. G1pBines pro- 
posed and Mr. BLoye seconded, that, if practicable, 
the next meeting be held at Seale Hayne College, 
Newton Abbott, and that Mr. Masson, of Torquay, 
be invited to read a paper. This course was approved, 
and the Hon. Secretary instructed to consult Mr. 
Masson, who is Veterinary Lecturer at the College, 
re the possibility of its accomplishment. 

New Member—Major W. H. James, D.S.O., 
M.R.C.V.S., Sidmouth, on the proposition of Mr. E. 
J. THORBURN, seconded by the Hon. Secretary, 
was unanimously elected a member. 

Conference of Medical Offwers and Sanitary 
Inspectors at Exeter.—The Hon. Secretary drew the 
attention of the Society to the above meeting, which 
had quite recently discussed the Milk and Dairies 
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Order, 1922. Dr. Adkins, Medical Officer for the 
County of Devon, had made the suggestion thereat, 
that, as a beginning, all milk cows should be examined 
every three months by the Sanitary Inspector. 
The Hon. Secretary was surprised at this suggestion 
from a County Medical Officer. What could a 
Sanitary Inspector possibly know concerning the 
health of cows? He might have knowledge concern- 
ing hygiene of cowsheds, but as to the cows, he had 
no training whatever. This method was simply 
playing with the health of the community. 

Tuberculosis and other diseases transmittable from 
animal to man were very difficult of detection in 
the initial stages, even by a veterinary expert. By 
the time a layman called in a veterinary surgeon, as 
suggested, the damage would have been done. 

The Hon. Secretary was instructed to bring the 
matter before the next meeting of the Council of the 
National. 


THE MORE COMMON DISEASES OF THE GENITAL ORGANS 
oF Cows, THEIR DIAGNOSIS AND TREATMENT. 


Captain L. C. Maeurre, F.R.C.V.S., Stow-on-the- 
Wold, then read the following paper on the above- 
named subject : 

The subject of this paper is one which is of enormous 
importance, both to the Veterinary Profession and 
the live stock industry of this country. Inthe British 
Isles, very little attention, if any, has been given to 
diseases of the reproductive organs of our domestic 
animals, and it is on account of this lack of attention 
to this particular branch of veterinary science, that 
we find ourselves so far behind the advances made in 
it in other countries. I only propose to give a very 
brief description of the various diseases of the genital 
organs, as neither time nor space will permit of my 
doing otherwise. I therefore propose to deal with 
the most common conditions met with in practice ; 
their diagnosis, prognosis, and treatment. 

Vutva.—Here we very commonly find lesions of 
granular vaginitis ; in fact, the commonest site for 
the lesions of this disease is the fossa at the base of the 
clitoris. In well developed cases it generally extends 
over the greater part of the mucous membrane of the 
floor and sides of the vulva, as well as reaching to 
the vagina. This disease is conspicuous by its 
extreme chronicity. 

The condition is characterised by the presence of 
multiple granule-like elevations of the mucous mem- 
brane, in extreme cases the whole affected area 
having an hyperemic appearance, whereas in mild 
cases hyperemia of the part may be entirely absent. 

Etiology.._-The causal organism is a variety of 
streptococcus. 

Prognosis.—Favourable, although to effect a cure 
the treatment must be persisted in for a considerable 
time, 

VESICULAR VENEREAL DIsEASE.—This is a much 
more acute and painful condition than the preceding. 
It is very commonly contracted at the time of coitus 
from a bull which is himself infected or has a short 
time previously served infected cows. 
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The symptoms consist of an intense inflammation 
of the mucous membrane of the vulva and vagina ; 
later, multiple vesicles appear, which finally become 
pustular. A number of these pustules may coalesce, 
and form abscesses up to the size of a shilling. When 
the abscesses rupture a denuded surface is left, which 
may ultimately adhere to the opposite wall. In this 
way, permanent adhesions of the opposing walls 
of the vulva and vagina are brought about which 
results in atresia of these organs. 

Etvology.—Up to the present is unknown. 

Prognosis.—If the disease runs an acute course, 
it generally subsides, with proper treatment, in from 
seven to fourteen days. 

Vactna.—Both of the conditions already described 
almost invariably attack the vagina if present in the 
vulva and vice versa. 

Necrotic Vaginitis.—This is a very serious condition, 
generally found as a sequel to a difficult parturition 
or retained placenta. As a sequel to the former, it is 
generally caused by contusions and lacerations of 
the mucous membrane and walls of the vagina, 
followed by septic infection. In the latter, it 
generally results from the presence of a putrefying 
placenta lying in close contact with the walls of the 
vagina. Here, too, the destruction of tissue is either 
caused by entrance of organisms or by the absorption 
of their toxins. The disease is always acute,—the 
whole of the external genitals are swollen and inflamed. 
The general appearance of the animal is that presented 
by septic infection in general. Fever is present ; 
the animal very often strains violently ; there may 
or may not be loss of appetite. Examination of 
the vagina reveals large areas of neurotic mucous 
membrane which, after a certain time, sloughs, 
leaving a raw surface. If the animal survives, the 
sequel is very often adhesion of vaginal walls, resulting 
in severe atresia. In making an examination of the 
external genitals, the following conditions, as well 
as the above, should also be sought for: haematoma, 
vaginal tumours and abscesses, vesico-vaginal fistule 
and atresia. In some cases thick bands of fibrous 
tissue, extending from the roof to the floor of the 
vagina, are met with; these, however, are commoner 
in the mare than in the cow. 


Treatment of the various conditions of the vulva and 
vagina. 

Granular venereal disease requires repeated, long- 
continued applications of a mild astringent antiseptic. 
In severe conditions it is necessary to continue treat- 
ment for five or six weeks; daily application of the 
medicament should be made. 

The same treatment may be applied for vesicular 
venereal disease. This condition responds much 
more quickly than the previous one. In either case 
a very good treatment is to douche the parts daily 
with } to $ per cent. Lugol’s solution of iodine in water 
at 100°F. The formula of Lugol’s solution is: iodine 
1; pot. iod. 2; water 20: this treatment is easily 
applied by using an ordinary douche can to which is 
attached a flexible rubber tube. 
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This same treatment may be applied to necrotic 
vaginitis, but douching should be done at least twice 
daily. I have used a special medicament with very 
great success in these conditions, and will hand the 
formula round. 

Cervix.—Pathological conditions of the cervix 
are responsible, in the vast majority of cases, for 
sterility, for not only are these pathological conditions 
present in the cervix, but they very often extend to 
the endometrium, hence we find cervicitis and endo- 
metritis commonly associated. 

Both acute and chronic cervicitis may be found. 

The acute form may follow parturition where 
laceration of the cervix takes place with subsequent 
septic infection, or it may be caused by a retained 
placenta, in this latter case the primary seat of 
inflammation being the endometrium, while it 
ultimately extends to the cervix. Acute cervicitis 
is characterised by the animal showing fever; there 
is a foul-smelling discharge from the uterus. Exam- 
ination of the external os weri reveals intense 
inflammation of this part. In most cases a rectal 
examination reveals the uterus in a condition of 
sub-involution ; inertia of the organ is in existence, 
it having no tendency to revert to its normal tone 
and size. 

Various forms of chronic cervicitis are those most 
szommonly met with in practice. Lesions ranging 
from enormous hypertrophy of the cervix as a whole 
to slight inflammation of the mucous membrane 
of the cervical canal are met with. The conformation 
of the cervix uteri in the cow is mainly responsible 
for the frequency of chronic inflammation of this 
organ. The mucous membrane of the cervical 
canal is normally raised into three annular folds or 
rings—the external, the medial and the internal. 
The last-named forms the internal os uteri. When 
the mucous membrane is the seat of inflammation, 
it becomes often enormously thickened, so much 
so that these anuular folds become greatly enlarged. 
The external fold may protrude backwards into the 
vagina for one inch or more ; it is commonly hypere- 
mic in appearance and bleeds to the touch. If the 
internal ring is hypertrophied, it often functions as a 
valve and totally occludes the internal os. Such a 
condition is frequently responsible for the retention 
of pus or fluids in the uterus. Chronic cervicitis, 
is often the cause of a gaping condition of the cervical 
canal, It is a common mistake to accept such a 
lesion as normal. As already mentioned, cervicitis 
is almost constantly associated with endometritis, 
therefore there is often a discharge into the vagina. 
Rectal examination reveals an enlargement of the 
cervix, the uterus is generally atonic and may contain 
fluid. These latter conditions are typical of endo- 
metritis. 

Treatment of acute metritis and cervicitis.—As these 
two conditions are so generally associated, the same 
treatment will apply to both ; this should be general 
and local. Locally, I have obtained best results 
from douching the uterus three times daily with the 
special douch used in acute vaginitis. Care should 
be taken that all the fluid introduced should be 
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syphoned out if possible. Where there is evidence 
of a general disturbance I rely chiefly upon intravenous 
injections of colloidal silver. I have had some 
excellent results with this preparation. 

In the chronic forms, treatment should consist of the 
application of antiseptic astringent agents. It is of 
course necessary that these should be introduced 
into the uterus, the organ then being massaged 
per rectum in order to facilitate the removal of 
inflammatory products through the return flow 
catheter. Lugol’s solution of iodine, as already 
described, is very useful for this purpose. In these 
cases, great care and patience are necessary if favour- 
able results are to be obtained. 

Fatuopian TuBEs.—Inflammation of the endo- 
metrium may extend into the fallopian tubes and give 
rise to salpingitis. Salpingitis of both tubes from 
the point of view of the fertility of the animal is a 
very grave disease, although it very seldom endangers 
the life of the animal. Lesions of these organs 
may consist of inflammation of their lining, with 
desquamation of the ciliated mucous membrane 
and occlusion of the lumen; should this occlusion 
occur at both ends, then fluid may collect, the tube 
becomes enormously dilated and the condition known 
as hydrosalpinx is created; or, should pyogenic 
organisms be present, pus may form, which, being 
retained, gives rise to pyosalpinx. Prognosis in any 
of these conditions as regards the fertility of the animal 
is most unfavourable. In pyosalpinx the animal’s 
life may be endangered through rupture of the tube. 
Another condition is inflammation of the pavilion 
of the tube. In this case the fimbriated end of the 
tube becomes attached to the ovary, this being due 
to inflammatory exudate, thereby destroying its 
normal function. Should this condition be bilateral, 
it causes absolute sterility. Treatment of the various 
pathological conditions of the tubes is impossible. 
Should the lesions be confined to one side, removal 
of the affected tube is indicated, as in several recorded 
cases, pregnancy followed this procedure. 

Ovary.—The commonest lesions to be found in the 
ovaries are :— 

(1) Cystic degeneration of the follicles ;. (2) Cystic 
degeneration of the corpus lutewm; (3) Retention of 
the corpus luteum. 

Cystic degeneration of the corpus luteum is generally 
associated with salpingitis and adhesions of the 
pavilion to the ovary. Oestral periods are irregular. 
Retained corpus luteum may be either superficial or 
embedded. 

Examination of the ovary per rectum reveals the 
presence of the corpus luteum on the surface of the 
ovary, if superficial. There is a total absence of 
cestrum. Should a corpus luteum be imbedded, it 
is often associated with metritis, pyometra, macerated 
or desiccated foetus. There is absence of cstrum. 

Prognosis must be based upon the various conditions 
associated with the lesions of the ovaries. 

Treatment.—Cystic degeneration of the follicles. 
This consists in the general treatment for nympho- 
mania. As cystic degeneration of the corpus lueum 
is generally associated with salpingitis and pavilionitis 
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treatment is seldom of any use. Retention of the 
corpus luteum is treated by pressing out the retained 
body per rectum. When the corpus luteum is 
embedded, it is necessary to treat the associated 
conditions, such as hydrometra, pyometra, macerated 
or desiccated foetus. If possible, the proper procedure 
is to press out the retained corpus luteum, but this 
is often impossible as the position of the retained 
body in the ovary is often very difficult to locate and, 
when located, it is frequently impossible to remove 
with ordinary pressure. It is then necessary to 
puncture the fibrous covering of the ovary. Having 
drawn back the ovary into the recto-vaginal pouch, 
a specially guarded knife is introduced into the 
vagina, pushed through the vaginal wall, and into 
the depth of the ovary. 


If it is impossible to locate the embedded corpu’ 
luteum, treatment should consist of dilating the 
cervix uteri and evacuating its contents. This is 
greatly facilitated by the employment of endocrine 
gland therapy, the glands employed being those 
which have a direct stimulating action on the uterus 
and which act antagonistically to the corpus luteum ; 
this latter treatment soon causes regression of the 
embedded corpus luteum. The proper gland therapy 
to be employed for this purpose consists of a syner- 
gistically-balanced compound of posterior pituitary, 
suprarenal and ovarian follicular and _ interstitial 
substance. To this may be added, with much 
advantage, endometral extract. Treatment of the 
uterine lesions is the same as that described for 
metritis and cervicitis. 

Difficulties experienced in examinations and treat- 
ment of the genital organs.—Very few writers on genital 
troubles mention the difficulties that are commonly 
met with in the examination and treatment of genital 
diseases and I think it may not be out of place to say 
a few words on this subject. The most common 
difficulty met with is in examination and treatment 
of the cervix or uterus of primipara. In most cases 
the vagina is so small that it is impossible to introduce 
the hand and, therefore, impossible to carry out 
instrumentation of these parts. It is in cases of 
this kind that I make use of the vaginal dilator I am 
about to exhibit. Having dilated the vagina 
sufficiently, the next difficulty which confronts the 
operator is the fixation of the uterine retractor 
forceps to the external os. In the case of most heifers 
the lips of the external os are so small that it is yery 
difficult to get a sufficient grip with forceps to retract 
or hold the uterus in position while the cervical 
dilator or uterine catheter is introduced. These 
cases require extreme care and patience. In the 
routine treatment of cows it is extraordinary how 
difficult it is to manipulate the genital organs of 
some breeds as compared with others. I consider 
the beef type of shorthorn the most difficult, as in 
these animals it is frequently impossible to retract the 
uterus into the vagina sufficiently to permit of easy 
manipulation of the cervix. Milking breeds are the 
easiest to manipulate.

Foot-and-Mouth Disease in Yorkshire. 


The existence of foot-and-mouth disease was 
conlirmed last week on premises at Skeffling, near 
Patrington, in the East Riding of Yorkshire. The 
Ministry of Agriculture has issued an order pro- 
hibiting the movement of animals in an area within 
a radius of approximately fifteen miles of the infected 
premises. The district is situate wholly in the East 
Riding. 

Hull cattle market was closed for some hours on 
Monday owing to a suspected case of foot-and-mouth 
disease. It was re-opened when investigation showed 
that the animal was not suffering from that disease. 


The Horse Traffic in Parliament. 

Sir RK. SANDERS, Minister of Agriculture, replying to Mr. 
Hannon in the House of Commens on Monday, said :— 
There is no agreement in force with the French Govern- 
ment prohibiting the export of horses for slaughter abroad, 
though very few, and only such as are fit for work, are now 
exported to France. At the request of the French Govern- 
ment, however, the Ministry has nominated certain 
veterinary surgeons to examine, both ante and post mortem, 
horseflesh sent to France for human consumption. The 
present stringent regulations imposed by the Ministry, 
with the system of inspection at the ports by veterinary 
officers of my Department, ensures that no horse unfit 
for work is shipped alive from this country. 

In reply to a supplementary question, Sir R. Sanders 
said he did not think it was possible to prevent foreign 
countries from slaughtering horses intended for work. 

Mr. HANNON asked the Minister of Agriculture whether 
four horses shipped from Leith to Amsterdam in January 
and February of this year in the s.s. Ronan were so fatally 
injured that they had to be killed ; and whether any action 
was taken against the persons responsible for this cruelty. 

Sir R. SANDERS: The answer to both parts of the 
question is in the negative. The facts are that the s.s. 
Ronan, which left Leith in fine weather on January 20th, 
suddenly encountered such abnormal conditions about 
two hours later that the vessel itself was in grave peril 
and had to return to port. Out of twenty horses carried, 
one horse was thrown and killed immediately, another got 
down, was unable to rise, and died when the ship returned 
to dock. If the vessel had not been so substantially fitted 
as required by the Order of 1921, every horse would prob- 
ably have been killed. The casualties on February 10th 
were also due to very rough weather, a heavy gale being 
encountered about eight hours after the vessel left Leith. 
Two horses got off their legs, one died immediately and 
the other several hours later. Everything was done by the 
attendants to minimise the suffering of the horses carried 
on this occasion, and there are no grounds for instituting 
legal proceedings. 

Mr. Hannon: Would my right lion. friend say that on 
these vessels every precaution is taken against accidents 
in ordinary times ? 

Sir R. SANDERS: That is so. 

Captain H. Evans: Would it not be possible to have 
these horses slaughtered before they are shipped ? 

Sir R. SANDERS: Certainly it is possible. 

Captain H. Evans: Is it desirable ? 

No answer was returned.
